ped inthem- Therefore, it forb1.1s not only the keeping 
of Markets, ScſSions, Courts, Feaſts, and much 
more of Playes inthe Churches , which was vſuall in 
thefimes of Popery; but cuen of Schooles and Pariſh.

mitations: Andrtheleaſt abuſe or prophaning ot our 
Churches is ſeucrcly p1n ſhed amonglt vs, not onely 
by our Eccleſiaſticall Cenſures , but our Temporall 
Lawes.

(ball anſwer, asdid the tamous Law-giuer, Whocan 
commnr (0 foule a linne; ſeeing, as Saint Pau! faith, 
Hanteyee not Houſes teat and drinks i1,c>c ? So, much 
more may we lay inthis caſe, ane yee wot Houſes, 
How thertore cana man be ſo monſtruus to doe that 
inGods Houſe, which a ciuil man would be aſhamed tg 
offer in his Neighbours houſe? Bur it any ſhould bee 
found a:nongſt vs, that ſhould dare to doc (o bold and 
bealily a part, I dare ſay,hee ſhould either dyc withour 
pitty,or we with (uch and hatred, as hee had 
better haue dyed.

made in Churches, by the dayly opportuniries of mces 
ting berwixt men and women the'r own Hiltories and 
the continuall cxpericnce theſe many yeeres, Go attyrd 
ſo many lamentable Relations, as grieue our hearts to 
thinke @n ; and the honour of K<ligion requires, and 
modelty commands, rather to bee ſupp: cle. in lilence, 
and vnknowne ot ſome, then repeated ane diuvlgedro 
the ſcandall of all,

The Fox contcfleth to the 1o/fe , what ore of 
Gecſc and Pullaine : The '#o{/c to the Fox, what num.

other. Alas brother, (aithone to the other, there was 
(1 know) ſore great neceſsity , or (ore other good

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Robberies, Whoredomes, Adulterics, and Villanies gf 
all ſorts ; becauſe as ready as they arc to {inne , (o are 
they alſoone to confeſle, and abſolue another : Bur 
when the honeſt and well-meaning Layman comes vn»

Now itthe caſe ſtan4thus, that in thoſe good, ani 
toly workes, and which are ofa publike,an4 vniucrſall 
290Incſſe, one cannot haue po.ver rodo2 them , bur 
mult pay for it ; wethen maruel! not, if they pay tor 
their liberty in priuate,& perſonall things ; as rochoote 
his Conf:flor, to marry in torbidden times, to cate fleſh

Yetit may ſeemea hard and itrangecale, that when a 
man may trecly chooſe his Lawyer for his buſinefic, 
and his Phyſicion for his bay, who he will,yct he may 
rot chooſe his Conteflor tor his ſoule, without around 
Compoſition. 

But one queltionriſeth h-re, of (o (trangea nature, 
tat it or Qr-4libericall Malters of {1:ilcr, and 7,0:

hauelcaue to doe it; ſo cunning]y can the Pope play his 
game : or rather into ſucha blinde obedience, and ſor. 
tiſh obſcquiouſneſle , had they captiuated the World, 
that he can make them glad to pay deare for weakning 
themſclucs and itrengthning him ro impoucriſh them» 
ſelues, and enrichinghim : But we hope that England, 
and Germany haue taught the worldto be alittle wiler 
hereafter, 
+ Another point ſeemesalſo ſtrange, namely , that he 
15 content to grant a City Licence to cone their owne 
mony, ſeeing that 1s alwayes /nſrgne Mart atis, aligne 
ot Soueraignty, and aprerogatiue which we hauc (cl- 
dome ſcene any King in the WorlJ would part with- 
ail on any tecarmes ; yet fue hundred (ro fs will com® 
paſſcit at Xowe : By which 1t appearcs, molt of the 
Popcs, though they beaduanced to royall dignity, and 
acuance themiclues even aboue the greatcit Kings ;

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yet as they wersborn,and bred baſely, fo that baſcneſſe 
willnot cafily bee worne,or wrought out:; tor other- 
wiſe they would ſhame to part withſofaire apiece of 
their Prerogatiue Royall tor a little money.

Groſſes, and that a Townc may hauc pOWwert to 
take out of the Churches, ſuch as take SanAuary then 
for 60, Both which areabſolutely again rwo ancient 
and tundamentall Rulesof their own Religion: the(c 
afford vs an ample euidence,how truly and iulily , not 
only the Paſquils,and Poets, but cuen the grauelt fort 
of men complained and cryed out of her, that On: 
venalia Rome: All Lawes Ciuine,and humane, Gols & 
their owne, are daily bought and (old, made and vn- 
made for money,

And whereas Chriſt in that 
holy Prayer, and Patterne of all Praycrs, the Lords 
Prayer,not only giues good leaue, but cuen warrants, 
and commands enery belecuing Chriſtian to pray for 
the forgineneſſe of his ſinmes : they would doubriefle hold 
him,no better then a piece of the Great Antichriſt,that 
ſhould rell them,their Sauiour meant it not of all, but 
a part of their ſinnes.

Thence it is that both all worthy Commanders in 
warre, and all wiſe Governours in peace, were ſuch 
{ri& obſcruersof all,nort only politicke Conſtitutions, 
bur cucn Martiall Diſcipline, that tended to maintaine 
the aurhoriry of Superiours, and to nouriſh obedicnge 
inthe inferiours, that no money, nor reward, nay no 
neerencilc in nature nar bond of blood could procure 
Excmprtion, or Priailedge inthis caſe, 

How famous are the ancient Romane, and Grecian 
Generals for executing their mattiall Lawes, not on+ 
ly vporr their moſt valiant Souldicrs , but cuen their 
worthieſt commanders.and Leaders, nay their owne 
ſonnes, ifthey tranſgreſled the rulcs, and orders of the 
Army, or went beyond the bounds, and lim.ts of their 
places, ? Nay.theirwiſedome would not allow them 
todoc a picce of good ſeruice,if it were done out of or- 
der,or contrary roany publique command; and if any 
did ſo,he were (ure firſt tobee rewarced for his 
ſeruice, & valorous exploit ;but as ſure to be puniſhed 
tor his preſumprion, and tranſgreition, _ in ſome 
caſcs the Penalty werenolefle then death it (clfe. 

The wcl- aduiſed Readers know, that the Hiſtories 
afford vs ulcnty of examples inthis kind : One of «4- 
lexander the Great is molt remarkable,(how ſocucr held 
by ſomerobeea hard piece of luitice ) who ſayling on 
a time in T ygric with divers Princes, and great Lords, 
it chanced, his Royall Diadem fell from thus head into 
the Riacr, where beingin robe lo{k a Sailer that 
could (wimme, calt himſclfe into the water, and not- 
withſtanding the fierceneſle of that ſtreame, aduentu. 
xe his life, ro ſaue his Sougraignes Diadem z and ha- 
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uingrecouered it, and not being able tobring it in his 
hand, being of necelsity to vſc both hands to ſauc h's 
life, hee held it in his teeth ; bur beeing to work, 2n4 
ſtrive againſt the ſtreams, he pur ir vpon his hea 4; 
and (o, with muchperill of life,recoucred the Sh'p,zn4 
preſented the Emperour with his Diadem. This loyall, 
an4 braue aduenture of his, was moſt bountifully and 
Princely rewarded; and moreouer, hee had leaue,and 
time giuen him, todiſpole, and beſtowe his reward t9 
whom he would ; but was 1udged to forfait rhat head, 
vpon which hee ha4 preſumed to pur the Enfigne of 
Maicſtic. Ani ſurely, much may be ſai4 on both ſides. 
Yet this concluſion ſeemes to many wiſe Stateſ-men 
vnbattered, That theiuſtice of the Sentence is agreca. 
ble tothe grounds of true Policy,which in no cale can 
admit a Subic@ ro make himſcltz a Soucraigne, no nor 
for an houre, 
And ſo neceſſary is Subordination in all eſtates, and 
ſo comely, and precious a thing is Order, aseuen God 
imes himſclte T he Ged of Ordey ; and himſclte 
th conſtiemed Soucraignty,and Subordination,both 
inthe Old Teſtament,& the New, both in the Law,and 
Goſpell, both in Church and Common. wealth both in 
blike, and priuarte Socieries.nay,borth in heauen, and 
incarth : Therearedegreesof glory, cuen among the 
heaucnly bodies ; for ene Starre differeth from anather 1 Corrs 47, 
inglory : and ifone of any Orbe,or Spheare,ſhovld not 
be content with his place, but ſtriue tobe 1n the roome 
of the higher, would it not breed a deſtrution of all? 
Theglorious Angels havealſo their Orders, 2nd Subor- 
dination; and we know, thoſe that kypr ner their firſt e- 2 Der. 2, 4 
fate, were caſt downe into darknes,thart ſorhey might 
hurtno more but themſclues : And as ſoone as there 
nne to be a world vypon carth, mou of Power, 
that made it, ſhewed himſelfe alſo a God of Order, for 
the eſtabliſhungand goucrning of it ; ſubicRing, cuen

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from the beginning, the Childe to the Father,and Mo. 
ther, the yongertorhe elder, the Female tothe Male ; 
and (inſome degree) the Wife tothe Husband: & Abel, 
Gen.4.y, Withalhisvertue & holines,muſt yer be ſubordinate to 
Caine, hisclder Brother, though an vngodly,and grace- 
lefſe man. And as theſe inations; and Relations 
were from the beginningas fundamental! to the very 
being of the world, ſoafterwards, for the berrer being 
of it (when the world had need of them, becauſe men 
grewinto multicudes ) the ſame God ſubicAed the (er. 
KpkeC. 6, uant to his Maſter, the Subie& to his Soucraigne, the 
Souldicr to his Commander, the borrower tothe Len- 
der, the Learner tothe Teacher,the ſimple to the wile, 
the pooretothe rich, the weake to the ſtrong, the Cap. 
tine tothe Conquerour, and cuery kind of Inferiour to 
the Superiour. And without this Subordination, nei. 
ther Heanen,nor Earth can ſubſiſt. By duc obſcruation 
herereof, the Church, the Common-wealth, States, 
and Kingdomes, Prouinces,and Conntrics, Citics,and 
Townes, Caſtles,and Forts, Societies, and Corporati- 
ons, Houſes, and Families, Armicsof men in the Field, 
in Campe, or in Gariſen, nay, the very Ships vpon the 
Seas, arc maintained, and preſerued; and withonr this 
would all pcriſh, and come tea Chaos of contution, 
And ſo ſtri&ly hath the moſt wiſc Creator cltabliſh- 
ed theſe Subordinations, as he would ncucr giue any 
way to the leaſt violation of any one of them. Where 
doc we cuer reade, that Godexempred the Child from 
the Authority of the Father, or the Suvir& from obe.« 
dience to his lawfull Prince, orthe Loire tron the po. 
wer of the High-Prieſt ? What ſhall wee ſay then to 
this Romifh confuſion, where not on-ly Moneſtarics 
may tor money Be exempred from the power of their 
Prouincials, but Biſhops from their Mccropoliranes ; 
yea, Pariſh Churches from their Ordinarics t If this 
may && granted tor money toone Cloylicr, or Biſhop, 
vs 
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or 01c Pariſh Church, then may it alſo to two; if to 
two,to twenty, nay, to two hundred; for the ſame 

rcaſon,anl iultice willeither grant it to none, or allow 
ittoall. Who that Knowes, and conſiders this, can 
marucll any more at the deluge of diſorders, and that 
yaiuerſall dete&ion,& corruption raigning in the Ro- 
miſh Church ? For what clſc can follow, where cuery 
Inferiour may purchaſe exemprion, and liberty from 
the power ot that Superiour, to wham, before G O D, 
and man, they beſubicRcd, and to whom it belongs ro 
ſee thera doe their duties?
